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GOLD IS STANDARD 
OF ALL VALUES 


SECRETARY GAGE CONTINUES 
EXPLANATION. 


To Maintain Bimetallism—He Insists 
That the Measure In No Way Pre­ 
judices Any 
Efforts That May 
Be Made to Exchange the Value of 
Silver. 
Washington, 
Dec. 
18. — Secretary 
Gage resumed his exposition of 
his 
comprehensive currency bill before the 
house committee on banking and cur­ 
rency Friday. 
Before the bill proper was taken up 
some 
semi-poiitical 
questions were 
asked. 
Mr. Hill (rep.) of Connecticut 
called. Mr. 
Gage’s 
attention to the 
statement that the first purpose of the 
bill was to commit the country to the 
gold standard. 
“You are recognized as a republic­ 
an,” said Mr. Hill, addressing the sec­ 
retary, “and you are familiar with the 
financial platform of 
the republican 
national convention at St. Louis. Do 
you consider that this purpose of 
more firmly fixing the gold standard 
on the country conflicts with the prin­ 
ciple of the St. Louis platform.” 
“No, sir,” responded Mr. Gage, “not 
as I look at the principle of bimetal­ 
lism. 
Bimetallism must mean one of 
two things—either it is two kinds of 
money of 
unequal value, circulating 
side by side by reason of the exchange 
of the less valuable for that of greater 
value, or else two kinds of money of 
such intrinsic equality of value that 
they will circulate side by side. 
We 
have a bimetallic currency in the Unit­ 
ed States now. 
A firm establishment 
of the gold standard, with such inter­ 
changeability with silver as will make 
it acceptable on an equality with gold, 
will maintain 
this 
bimetallism, the 
same as it has existed for th§ 
last 
eighteen years.” 
The secretary went on to state that 
this in no way prejudiced any steps 
that might be taken to bring silver up 
to a higher standard of value. 
The 
bill, however, was designed 
to 
give 
such confidence in the financial ability 
of the government that the discrimina­ 
tions against silver would largely de­ 
crease. 
Mr. Cox (dem.) of Texas asked if the 
result of 
the 
Gage bill 
eventually 
would not lead to one kind of paper 
money—bank notes—and no silver ex­ 
cept subsidiary silver. 
“There is nothing in the plan to op­ 
erate to that extent now,” answered 
Mr. Gage. “It is in that direction, and, 
with further legislation developing it, 
it might ultimately lead to such a re­ 
sult. But 
would not say that silver 
will not be restricted to subsidiary 
silver. I would say a system of silver 
which would be subordinate. It is sub­ 
ordinate now.” 
In answer to questions by Mr. New- 
lands of Nevada, the secretary said the 
amount of the refunding fund under 
the bill would reach $1,138,000,000 if 
all of them were issued. These being 
the basis for circulation, bank notes 
could be issued to that amount. 
Be­ 
sides these the additional 25 per cent 
of unsecured circulation would give 
a further issue of bank notes of about 
$300,000,000. 
But that vast issue was 
merely the creation of a specter and 
was not a reality. 
The banks could 
not get all the bonds and use them for 
issuing bank notes. 
On the contrary, 
government bonds are always taken 
largely by private investors, trust com­ 
panies, insurance companies and par­ 
ties across the water. 
Any effort of 
the banks to 
absorb all the bonds 
•would so affect the price as to defeat 
the object in view. 
And 
this also 
would serve as a check to the expan­ 
sion of bank circulation. 
Mr. Newlands referred to “gold con­ 
tracts” and asked the secretary’s view 
of them. 
Mr. Gage said he did not consider it 
desirable to 
interfere 
with private 
contracts of this character any more 
than was necessary. 
To Mr. Prince of 
Illinois he ex­ 
plained that his expression “gold and 
other legal money” used in the bill 
meant no reflection on silver or other 
classes of money. 
The other 
legal 
money included silver, and the expres­ 
sion merely served to cover a well un­ 
derstood term. 
The extent to which drains on the 
government stock of gold would result 
under the operations of the bill excited 
much discussion. 
Mr. 
Gage stated 
that all redemptions would be made in 
gold or its equivalent. 
Mr. Fowler of New’ Jersey inquired 
if silver certificates w’ould not be de­ 
posited and impounded, and their place 
taken by national bank notes, thus 
increasing the drain on our gold sup­ 
ply. 
Mr. Gage answered that it was easy 
to conjecture up hypothetical objec­ 
tions, but he did not look at this one 
as serious. 
Any 
secretary of 
the 
treasury on receiving these silver cer­ 
tificates would “swrap” them'for green­ 
backs, treasury notes and other forms 
of demand notes which served to drain 
gold and thus build up the redemption 
fund. 
Regarding section 8, which pledges 
the faith of the United States to the 
redemption of the bank notes, Mr. 
Gage said this was merely to make 
clear the same pledge as the govern­ 
ment now’ gave ■ 
(he integrity of 
haw t-’xites.

ing for tile redemption ’ of bank notes 
at the New York sub-treasury and 
other designated points, was reached, 
Mr. Cox asked Mr. Gage why he did 
not specify that the redemption should 
be in gold or other legal money. 
The secretary answered that the less 
discretionary power imposed 
on *n 
executive officer in the execution of a 
principle the better, 
for 
sometimes 
executive officers might have indiscre­ 
tion and do foolish things. Moreover 
this discretion existed now. 
When the remainder of the bill had 
been read a general discussion began. 
In answer to a cross-fire of questions 
Mr. Gage said the bill could not result 
in a raid on the treasury by bank 
notes. He said: 
“This bill is simply 
a step in the right direction, and 
a 
most important step. It w’ould give the 
government $325,000,000 of the very 
liabilities most likely to be brought 
against it. 
Of this, $125,000,000 is in 
gold. Then, with the further measure i 
recommended by the president, giving 
authority for a loan up to $100,000,000 
when required, the government would 
be so strong in time of emergency as 
to resist any stress. 
Faith w’ould be 
established and people would not come 
to the treasury for lack of faith, but 
only from necessity.” 
Several members sought to have an­ 
other hearing during the holidays, but 
there was strenuous objection to this, 
and the original plan was adhered to, 
of adjourning Jan. 12, when the Gage 
bill, the monetary conference bill and 
other financial measures will be taken 
up.

A joint resolu­ 
tion accepting the invitation of Nor­ 
way to participate in an international 
fisheries exposition next year was 
passed. Under a special order 138 pri­ 
vate pension bills were passed.

Trib­

Exceptional Steadiness—R. G. Dun & 
Co. Say the Business of the Year 
Is Surprisingly Large—Heavy Ex­ 
ports of Merchandise for November 
The Week's Failures. 


New York, Dec. 
18.—Bradstreet’s 
says: 
“A sensible quieting of demand in 
wholesale lines is reported as the holi­ 
day season and the annual stock-tak­ 
ing periods approach. 
Chief 
among 
the favorable features of the week has 
been enlarged inquiry at higher prices 
for steel in various forms, accompa­ 
nied by advances in the prices of sorts 
most 'affected. 
A 
correspondingly 
heavy business has developed in pig 
iron, and prices show but slight shad­ 
ing in face of the current 
immense 
production. 
The wheat market 
has 
been less feverish, and prices are prac­ 
tically unchanged from a week ago, 
while corn, oats and sugar are addi­ 
tions to the list of the products show­ 
ing advances. The unsatisfactory out­ 
look for cotton goods is reflected in 
reductions in bleached goods to the 
lowest point ever reached, while some 
cotton yarns show weakness. Anthra­ 
cite coal is weak, although production 
has been curtailed and talk of further 
restrictions is heard. With these ex­ 
ceptions the price situation is one of 
quite exceptional steadiness. 
“Wheat exports show a heavy fall­ 
ing off from recently preceding weeks, 
aggregating as they do (flour as wheat) 
4,604,399 bushels, from both coasts of 
the United States and St. John, N. B., 
against 6,266,159 bushels 
last 
week. 
Corn exports are 1,000,000 bushels larg­ 
er than last week, aggregating 4,129,- 
858 bushels.” 
R. G. Dun & Co.’s w’eekly review of 
trade says: 
“Close to its annual 
holiday 
the 
business of the country is surprisingly 
large. 
Payments through banks 
are 
again 2.5 per cent larger than in 1892, 
heretofore the year of greatest pros­ 
perity; the production of iron 
and 
woolens and boots and shoes is larger 
than ever before’ exports eclipse all 
past records and failures for two w’eeks 
have been the smallest for correspond­ 
ing w’eeks in five years. 
The most 
weighty new’s of the w’eek is the rise 
of merchandise exports in November 
to $116,630,290, the excess of exports in 
four months being $229,212,401, while 
in half of December exports are nearly 
as large and impoprts $2,500,000 small­ 
er than last year. Probably all records 
are surpassed by exports for this year, 
which have been $974,600,000 in eleven 
months, and the excess over imports 
in five months has probably exceeded 
$289,000,000. 
“Failures for the week have been 
329 in the United States, against 387 
last year, and 28 in Canada, against 41 
last year.’*

FIRE AT G RAND FORKS.

W est Enroute For the Nicaragua 
Canal — Influence of Gulf Stream— 
Quarters Were Cramped 
DW ARD P. Humphrey, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. M. M. Hum­ 
phrey, who is now on his way 
to Nicaragua to work as one 
civil engineers on the great 
writes entertainingly of his trip. 
A letter has been received from him as 
follows: 
“ On board the U. S. Gunboat New­ 
port, fifty miles off the coast Virginia, 
between Cape Charles and Capa Hat­ 
teras—Dear Ones AU—Sundae morn­ 
ing was ushered in by a heavy storm 
of raiD, the culmination of three days 
of Scotch mist, followed by clearing 
weather and cold. 
We had the roll 
call at ll a. rn. and found but two on. 
of 104 missing. 
The lines were cast 
off at 11:20 p. rn. and by I p. 
rn. we 
were in blue water. 
In going out we 
went under Brooklyn bridge and by 
the Statue of Liberty. 
We passed 
through the narrows and by Coney Is­ 
land and Long Branch. 
By 4 p. rn. 
we were out cf sight of laDd. 
We had 
a stiff breeze from the W. N. 
W. and 
so used the sails to 
help 
out the? 
engine. 
The boat was steadied very 
much by the sails so that very few cf 
the boys were much sick. 
A few 
“querns” were felt Ty nearly all. 
“ I felt first rate until about an hour 
after supper (7 p. rn.) when I felt a 
little ‘queer* 'for a little while. Went 
to my cot about 10:30 and had a good 
dights rest. 
About 2 a. rn. the wind 
freshened so that the officer of the 
watch had to call ap the crew and 
shortened sail, and until 4 a. 
rn. we 
had quite a gale. 
It then died away 
until at 8 a. rn. all sails were furled 
as they were of no advantsg *. 
All 
day we have been under steam alone. 
Overcoats Necessary. 
“ The air has been cold, so much so 
th at we all wore our overcoats all the 
time. 
Our ship is about 1000 tons 
burden and carries three fonr-incb 
rifled cannon 
od a aide, a four-inch 
bow chaser and a four-inch stern 
chaser. 
Also t igbt or ten rapid fire 
swivel rifles. 
The boat is about 150 
feet long and 3f f Jut beam with triple 
expansion engines that give her about 
ten knots an bour—one knot is 1.15 
miles. 
She is also square rigged on 
the main mast (forward) and barque 
(or triangular shape) rig ed on the 
other two masts. 
..Thursday morning—Last n;gbt we 
passel Gape Hatteras light ship about 
12 o’clock and soon after entered the 
Gulf stream. 
The temperature before 
was about 54 degrees and now it is 
74 degrees. This change of 20 degrees 
was made in less than 500 feet dist­ 
ance* 
The change in the eel or of the 
water too it very marked; befoie It be­ 
ing something of a brownish hue, bul 
now is a deep indigo blue. This morn­ 
ing the water was covered with phos­ 
phorescence and was a beautiful sight. 
Sea gulls have followed us for the last 
twenty-four hours and everything that 
goes overboard and stays for a single 
instant on the surface is carefully in­ 
spected by them. 
About 8 a. rn. we 
went through a school of porpoises 
Three cf them ran a race with us for 
some time. 
They would jump from 4 
to 6 feet out of the water and some IO 
to fifteen feet in a horizontal distance 
They were big fellows six or eight 
feet long and would weigh as much as 
200 pounds. 
B oat iv Crowded. 
“ We have on board about 125 men 
formicg a crow and 104 of our men, 
making in all about 230 men for a 
ship that is only meant to carry 150 
in all. Bo you can see we hare to be 
careful not to step before looking or 
we will be sure to put our feet on 
something not intended for a foot 
rest. 
At night we are packed in like 
sardines in a tin can. 
The gun deck 
is only six feet four inches in the 
clear and we have cots on the floor 
and over head are hammocks.

tween top of cot and bottom of ham 
mocks is only a matter 
of 2 feet 
about and they are as close together 
as they can ba set and huDg.

weather this morning is very mild and 
pleasant showing the influence of the 
Gulf Stream.

‘ Friday, December IO—Sea quite 
smooth. 
Most of us got over our sea­ 
sick ness by noon so that there was a 
fair sized crowd ab the dinner table. 
I did not go to tbe table until 5 p. rn. 
but ate some crackers on deck. 
I 
have been very week and dizzy all 
day but about three o’clock I got over 
that and, 8 p. rn. I am O. K. We have 
been running down the Florida coast 
all day and have not been to exceed 
three miles off shore and part of tbe 
time not over one mile. 
Jupiter inlet 
light (east of the Booth end of Lake 
Okeechobee, the big lake in the south 
central part of the state) was passed 
at noon. 
Tbe big hotels just south of 
the light house were in plain sight, 
about a mile off. 
At 5 p. rn. we 
passed Capa Florida, and expact to 
reach Key West Saturday noon. 
All 
along here have we have the gulf 
stream egainst us. 
It baa a velocity 
of four knots at the center and about 
two kaots on the edge here where we 
are.

Christmas gifts should not be too cost­ 
ly. Expensive gifts upset the equilibri­ 
um of things generally, for they necessi­ 
tate a return in kind and so degenerate 
into commerce.

nose, and eyes and mouth are put on 
with pencil just as pipe nuns are made 
The stem is then stuck into the spool of j 
linen thread, which answers two pur­ 
poses—that of holding the pipe up and 
of being handy wThen the thread is want­ 
ed. The old lady has a sunbonnet on 
her head, a fichu pinned around her 
neck with the shoe needle and a wide 
skirt. The buttons are in a bag that 
hangs on her sleeve.

The difficulty of making suitable gifts 
for a brother or cousin who is away at 
college has been greatly lessened by 
bringing the college colors into requisi­ 
tion.
